To some, the thought of spending nine hours a day listening to 
tourists babble on about how they didn’t know Chicago was on 
a lake or how they thought the city was full of “SNEs” Superfan 
clones or other such silliness sounds like torture. 

But Walt Chadick is not most people. 

Chadick, a 3 8 -year-old Arkansas native who lives in Ukrainian 
Village, is a tour guide and tour guide trainer for Chicago Trolley 
and Double Decker, a company that shuttles tourists around the 
city in its 75 San Francisco-style trolleys, double-decker buses and 
one so-called land yacht. 

“Chicago is the best-kept secret in America,” he said. “Ninety 
percent of the people who go on my tours are blown away about 
the cleanliness of downtown— they have no idea that this is what 
Chicago looks like. They think this is a gangster-ridden, dirty, 
industrial town.” 

That misimpression of Chicago’s scenery is common, said Ed 
Krystosek, a 35-year-old tour guide for Bobby’s Bike Hike, a River 
East-based company that offers a variety of sightseeing bike tours. 

“People think Chicago is just another Midwestern industrial city 
like Cleveland or Detroit,” said Krystosek, an Edgewater resident. 
“But when we go out on the tour they find the city’s natural beauty 
astonishing. Most don’t realize how green it is— how many tree- 
lined streets, how many parks there are and how many beaches 
there are.” 

Last year, Chicago experienced the first dip in five years in the 


number of tourists, the Tribune reported. About 32.4 million U.S. 
tourists visited Chicago in 2008. That’s about 400,000 fewer people 
than the year before, according to the Chicago Office of Tourism. 

To help bolster its tourism industry, Chicago is going after locals 
and visitors alike, for the first time encouraging non-tourists to 
participate in some of the city’s free events, such as neighborhood 
and themed tours. People are looking to stretch a dollar, and any 
free entertainment helps, Dorothy Coyle, director of the Chicago 
tourism office told the Tribune. 

For tour guides such as Krystosek, who also is a stage actor and 
director who starred in the Artistic Home’s Jeff-nominated “The 
Madwoman of Chaillot,” being able to show off the city is just an 
added benefit of a flexible full-time job that allows them to “live 
comfortably” (None of the tour guides would disclose their sala- 
ries, but all said the majority of their income comes between spring 
break and October.) They said flexible schedules also allow them 
the freedom to pursue another career. 

Chadick estimated that about half the Chicago Trolley and 
Double Decker tour guides are enrolled in programs at Second 
City or iO Training Center, or are stand-up comics and actors, while 
another 30 percent or so are aspiring poets, writers or artists. 

“Basically tour guides are just charismatic people who don’t fit in 
an office,” he said. “It’s an easy job for someone in the arts because 
they may realize that they’re not going to make a living in poetry, 
but can pay the rent with tours. The flexibility is a big part of it. If 
a person has an audition they can switch their shift with someone

South Side mary

The scene: A bloody mary says a lot about a 
restaurant’s brunch. Then again, the right vibe 
can set expectations high before you even take 
that first sip. So when we sat down for the newly 
launched brunch at Simone’s, where bowling-alley 
planks frame the main bar, jalapenos top the signa- 
ture burger and wall art screams neo-punk meets 
Victorian-Nintendo, we expected a doozy of a mary 

We weren’t disappointed. The drink fits 
the place, which differentiates itself from its sib- 
lings (notably Logan Bar & Grill and Northside 
Bar Sc Grill) with an indie edge. By night, Simone’s 
packs an eclectic mix of hipster hoodies seeking 
food and beer to the tune of DJ-spun rock jams. 

By day? There are fewer people, but the bar’s just 
as spicy 

Simone’s bloody mary ($ 7 , 50 ) comes stuffed 
with a skewer of Swiss cheese, jalapeno peppers 
and a paprika-, celery salt- and black pepper-cov- 
ered green olive alongside a clever cracker wedge 
meant to ease the drink’s deceptive bite. Trust 
us, you’ll need the cracker. This isn’t your grocer’s 
Tabasco-tinged tomato brand; it’s a lethal wasabi- 
laced mixture that made us thankful for the 
Metropolitan Flywheel Bright Lager chaser. 

Not into fiery cocktails at an early hour? 


Simone’s offers a range of tamer drinks, including 
a mimosa ($ 7 , 50 ) and coffee from Batavia, 111,- 
based Papa Nicholas Coffee Co, 

The cuisine: In keeping with Simone’s dinner 
menu, which covers the basics with a twist, brunch 
offerings stick close to the norm without phy- 
ing copycat. For one, an omelet-sized circle of 
scrambled egg tops Simone’s version of chilaquiles 
($ 6 , 50 ), and salsa verde coats tortilla chips just 
enough to kiU the crunch but to avoid a soggy mess. 

If you’re vegetarian or just want something 
besides the same of eggs for breakfast, try a bowl 
of warm quinoa ($ 6 ), a protein-packed South 
American grain that’s similar in texture to cous- 
cous, Simone’s shakes up the substantial dish with 
almonds, cranberries and a dash of honey for extra 
sweetness, 

Simone’s omelet ($ 7 . 50 ) stuck closely to what 
you’d find on other brunch menus, but since we 
believe everything is better with bacon, this moz- 
zarella-, caramelized red onion- and bacon-stuffed 
omelet won us over. Bonus: Hash browns are 
mixed with onions and red and green peppers for 
a slightly sweet twist on breakfast potatoes. If that 
doesn’t spice up brunch expectations, what does?

Did anyone really expect Chris Daughtry to alter the 
multiplatinum formula of his debut for his sophomore 
effort, “Leave This Town”? Of course not, 

Daughtry is no dummy But he’s not particularly 
inspired this time out, either, 

“Leave This Town” walks that same adult contem- 
porary sweet spot that his hits “Home” and “It’s Not 
Over” mined— big melodrama and big melodies for 
Daughtry to wrap his powerful voice around, with just 
enough rock guitar to keep it from seeming too wimpy 
or too country 

The problem, though, is that while the fourth-place 
‘American Idol” finisher seemed to have something to 
prove on his debut, on “Leave This Town,” he seems a bit complacent, 
“Learn My Lesson” is one cliche after another, ending with a chorus 
of “Fyou strike the match, you’re bound to feel the flame,” The chorus 
of “September” is the laughably bad “In the middle of September, we 
still play out in the rain / Nothing to lose but everything to gain,” And in 
“Supernatural,” he actually rhymes moon and June, 

It’s too bad, because when Daughtry applies himself, he builds pret- 
ty good singalongs. The first single, “No Surprise”— think Coldpla/s 
“ AeUow” covered by Nickelback— works well, while the album’s stand- 
out, the stripped-down “Tennessee Line,” co-written with Vince GiU, is 
easily the best song Daughtry’s ever recorded, glenn gam boa, newsday

Easter vacation means one thing for a group of Norwegian med 
students: Ski trip! Too bad their chosen destination used to be a 
key harbor for German battleships during WWI I, and Nazi zom- 
bies still roam the woods looking for fresh blood. 'Vbu’d think that 
would have rated a mention in online reviews of the area. 

The buzz: The movie seems like a missed opportunity from the 
start, since most people are probably less interested in seeing 
a horror flick called “Dead Snow” than they would be in see- 
ing “Killer Nazi Zombies.” That aside, hopefully Norway can 
rejuvenate the zombie movie with the same stylistic smarts that 
Sweden gave to 2008’s “Let the Right One In.” 

The verdict: Finally a terrified twentysomething has the oppor- 
tunity to dangle off a cliff while hanging by the intestines of a 
Nazi zombie. If this doesn’t sound like your kind of movie, you’re 
right. If it does, “Dead Snow” is bloody fun— so bloody, in fact, 
that the constant splatter yields diminishing returns. Scant char- 
acter development means you don’t care who gets disemboweled, 
and director Tommy Wirkola can’t decide if he wants to be silly 
or scary Still, spring break hasn’t looked this delightfully deadly 
in awhile.

Moon walk tapes 
get all spruced up 


WHAT ABOUT THE ORIGINALS? 

The original moon landing videos beamed to 
Earth were stored on giant reels of tape that 
each contained 15 minutes of video, along 
with 13 other channels of live data from the 
moon. In the 1970s and 1980s, NASA had 
a shortage of the tapes and erased about 
200,000 of those tapes and reused them. 
That’s apparently what happened to the 
famous moon landing footage.

WASHINGTON With the help of Hollywood, 
those historic, grainy images of the first men on 
the moon never looked better. NASA unveiled 
refurbished video this week of the July 20, 1969, 
moonwalk restored by the same company that 
sharpened up the movie “Casablanca.” 

NASA lost its original moon landing video- 
tapes and, after a three-year search, officials 
have concluded they were probably erased. That 
original live video was ghostlike and grainy 

NASA and a Hollywood film restoration 
company took TV video copies of what Apollo 
II beamed to Earth 40 years ago and made the 
pictures look sharper. 

NASA emphasized the video isn’t “new”— 
just better quality 

“There’s nothing being created; there’s noth- 
ing being manufactured,” said NASA senior 
engineer Dick Nafzger, who’s in charge of the 
project. 

But some details seem new because of their 
sharpness. Originally, Armstrong’s face visor 
was too fuzzy to be seen clearly The refurbished 
video shows his visor and a reflection in it. 

The $230,000 refurbishing effort is only 
three weeks into a months-long project, and 
only 40 percent of the work has been done. But 
it does show improvements in four snippets: 
Armstrong walking down the ladder, which 
includes the face visor image; Buzz Aldrin walk- 


ing down the ladder; the two astronauts reading 
a plaque they left on the moon; and the planting 
of the flag on the moon. 

Nafzger praised the restored work for its 
crispness. The restoration company, Lowry 
Digital of Burbank, Calif, also refurbished 
“Star Wars” and James Bond films, along with 
“Casablanca.” 

The company noted that the latter film had 
a pixel count 10 times higher than the moon 
video, meaning the moon footage was fuzzier 
than that vintage movie and more of a chal- 
lenge in one sense. 

But the moon video also was three con- 
tinuous hours, not chopped up like movies 
are, which made some of the work easier, said 
Lowry president Mike Inchalik. 

Of all the video the company has dealt with, 
he said, “This is by far and away the lowest 
quality”
